U1M1B St the present tins la running a business in Gerwaxy * ich is 
in his vifs's news as a result of the fact that he went bankrupt 
about two years ago. Qrallspice told HIKER, whoa he has known aince 
19U7, of his job with i.TunRT in Vienna and said that if he found that 
business opportunities in Vienna were sufficiently large, he would 
need someone to assist him in Vienna. UIMKB agreed that he »uld be 
willing to work in Vienna for h$0 EMS per month plus free housing. 
Qrallspice feels that if his cover job is productive, it will be 
necessary to have someone to actually head up the business in Vienna. 

Is feels further that BIKER wight be a satisfactory candidate for 
such a position, Qrallspice understands that ULMER would have to 
be paid out of income derived from business transacted for LDffiEX.

reooamended bowUBLlGK, also known sa TaAlASCBCTT. an old friend of 
Qrallspioe* Ea is presently secretary of AIOlS^ the anti-Sovirt radio 
station in Munich, Orallspice met SUBOW when ths latter was visiting 
BOB Lid in an attempt to get back into anti-Soviet activities* SUBOW 
does not know Orallspice by his real name and doss not realize that 
Orallspice is interested in the possibility of using him operationally* 
Qrallspioe requested that BUBIICI obtain a lebenalauf Cr on SUBOW under 
the pretense that the latter is being considered for a position Kith 
the Munich radio setqp* Qrallspioe vrms very favorably Impressed with 
SUBOW and believes that he could be very useful if be were iriTUng to 
return to Vienna with false documents* The false documentation would 
be necessary in view of the fact that SURCW presently is living under 
a false Identity because he is wanted on a smuggling charge in Austria*

presently is residing in Bunich, In late 19l*8 or early 19UT8ACHSSE 
left Berlin and Went to Munich where she obtained employment with 
Sgtirikon* the anti -Soviet periodical published there* While in BerliB | 
§A$&5E was known for her numerous 0 on tacts with Soviets* She apparently 
Was in great demand because of her knowledge of the Russian language 
and her ability to ting in Russian with charm and finesse* Orallspice 
met SACHSSE by chance in Munich in l?£l* He met her again through 
mutual friends during his recent trip to Germany and feels that if her 
record is clean, she might be of value in Vienna— providing acme cover 
story could be established for her* 
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MOTEi HI raised a number of objeotions to each of the above 

persons and their potential usefulness in Vienna* Orallspice 
understood that before any conclusions or decisions oould be 
made concerning their possible use, it would be nscessary for 
us to obtain name checks and the necessary traces* Orallspice 
admitted that none of the suggested persons appeared to be 
ideal but he felt that eaoh offered a particular possibility 
for employment in Vienna against the Soviet target*
